HILL indicated 
that as a result he had subscribed to the"Worker" for 
research purposes only and stated that he had been fightihg 
communism for four years as a Christian anti-communist 
crusader. May, 1960, the New York Office furnished infortiation 
that copies. of the "Worker" were being sent to the "Peacetnaker 
Organization," P.O. Box 182, Mooringsport, Louisiana.
